BORODIN IN HIDING. - 


Hankow, April 17. 


Though the ‘situation’ hero {3 } 


vory calm on the surface, pessim- 


istic rumours aro prevalent to the 


effect that owing to the growing 
Influence of the Radicals, the pro- 
minent Moderate officials of the 
Nationalist Government. aro are 
ranging to flee.” 


' The French residents are con- 
centrated “along the Bund, while 
about 150 British residents are 
also living either on the Bund or 
on board British vessels’ in the 
stream. All the Jnpaneso resi. 
dents are in thelr conecssion, 
where, however, business 13° sus- 
pended except at one hotel, - 


Some of the Japanese wish to 
open business with Chinese mer- 
chants, ‘but “others favour con- 
tinuance, for the time being of 
the breach, of relations with the 
Chinese, and no compromise hag 
ag yet been reached. Food, sup- 
plies are ample and traffic onen to 
allforeign residents. Under tacse 
conditions some-factorics are run- 
ning in’ the-Japanese Concession 
with more than one thousand 
Chinese workers employed. 

The Volunteer Corps, which hus 
been assisting the nvirjnes since 
the trouble began, was disbanded 
last night lest some of the mem-. 
hers, in the excitement, might ag- 
gravate the situation, 

Mr, Borodin, Russian adviser of 
the Nationalist Government, and 
Mr, Teng Yen-ta, head of its Po- 


litical Bureau, have moved « fromy 


the native city to the International 
Hospital in the French Concession 
ostensibly for health reasons, but 
really for safety. 


The hospital, which may be said 
to be internationally protected, is 
the safest place here at the mo- 
ment. 


Out of View. 


According to a Chinese who lias 
just come to Shanghai from Man- 
kow says the N.C. D. Newa ex- 
cept for Mr. Sun Fo, who seems to 
have run amuck, most of the 
Communists are so frightened that 
they have even stopped making 
speeches. Mr. Eugene Chen is 
said to be in a less belligerent 
mood’ apparently having been 
chastened by the events of the 
past few weeks. The only active 
governor is Comrade Borodin, who 
is absolutely dictating all policies

Comrade Borodin, however, ac-

Bishop of London’s Views. 


Some important comments on 
the Chinese situation were made 
by the Bishop of Juondon in the 
course of the interview given on 
April 15 to the Times of Ceylon.

Of 
course there was no trouble there 
then. There was only an army 
fifty miles off. Then I went to 
Hongkong in an armed steamer. 
The Chinese in themselves are. 
most friendly to.the British, J 
received a wonderful, welcome 
from them, and they gave me a 
fine dinner at which.I bad to eat 
with chop sti¢ks and. did’ not get’ 
much of the food into my mouth. 
They also’. gave. me wonderful 
presents, and I was-seen off by a 
launch full of cheering Chinese,

Soldiers Drowned in Bundles. 


Describing the capture of Kal- 
feng by the” Yichun, foreigners. 
state that the Fengtien division 
there was taken largely by sur- 
prise, mainly owing to lack of pro- 
per Information as to the approach 
of hostile forces. The Yellow 
River Bridge ‘had been captured 
and if they could have held 
out for two, or three days 
they would have been relieved by 
other Fengtien forces. As it was 
they put up a resistance for a 
few hours and then fled during 
the night and scattered over the 
countryside, The villagers and 
the Red Spear Society, which is 
notoriously hostile to all troops, 
attacked the scattered and fleeing 
soldiers and hutchered’ them’ in 
hundreds Many of. them had 
thrown away their arms and could 
offer no resistance.

Here the 
Monocacy coaled from the cargo 
which the Mei Lu had’on board 
for that purpose. We left Ivhang 
on Friday morning, having added 
to our convoy three ships of the 
Yangtze Rapids Co. and in addi- 
tion the U.S.S, Eleano, which was 
the last. gunboat to leave Ichang, 
this port being evacuated by all 
BHitish and Americans, We also 
had in tow a small fleet of har- 
bour launches of the S, 0. Com- 
pany. | ‘ 

We covered the stretch between 
Ichang in’ ensy _ stages, mostly 
caused by bad weather, rain and 


On the evening of March 30, 
with the British boats still at an- 
chor, the American and British 
Consuls, with the commanders of 
the gunboats, called on General Liu 
Hsiang. and General Wang Fang- 
cheo, to notify ‘them that if what 
had happened down river was go- 
ing to happen in Chu; gking, they 
would: shell the city.' It wag_re- 
ported that the Chinese generals 
to keop the 
peace. At ‘noon on March 31, 
several thousand ‘students and’ Red 
advocntes had a, parnde, concen- 
trating on the parade ground near 
the Britizsh and American Consul- 
ates. General Wong, anticipating 
what would take place, despatched 
soldiers in ‘civilian clothes, with 
orders to shoot if Red propagan- 
dists attempted to speak. ‘Bhis 
they did, Killing three, one being 
an editor, The boys. and’ girls 
who were crowding around became 
frightened, those in front pushing 
and trampling those behind. Some 
in their fright jumped over the 
city wall and others were tramped 
to death, nearly 200 being’ killed, 

If such -action ag this had been 
taken two years ogo, the bunga- 
lows on the hills stil! ‘would be 
there,’ and'no'one Icnows but that 
the evacuation of Chungking never 
would have taken place. We anti- 
cipate that further destruction of 
property will not take place, if the 
aficiala renew thelr tactics of 
March $1.. Perhaps we are too op- 
timistic even to hope that, in the 
absence of every gunbout, the offi-’ 
elals will make any. effort ‘to. con- 
trol the mob, if they again rise, 
Enforcement of all demands {i the
